You Lave read frequently of Walton 


the "plunger," whose nickname means, 
in English slang, a wild and furious 
better on horse-raoea. Ten years figo 
he was the keeper of a big and fashion- 
able hotel in New York—the one fa 
which actor MeCullough has invested 
his savings with, it is said, a soiaewha t 
losing result. Walton was aa excellent 
landlord, with a liking for fast horses, 
and with steadily growing riches suffi- 
cient for indulging it. He became by 
rapid progress a turfman and an inor- 
dinately heavy better. He retired four 
years ago from the hotel, and went to 
England, whore his fame was spread 
World-wide as a phenomenal winner. 


His subsequent career is public mat- 


ter. Keverses caught hi~\ last year, 
•and it is thonght that he lost nearly, if 
not quite, as much as he had won. But 
it was a mistake to beliovo that he was 
beggared. 
T. came across him at the 


costliest hotel at Long Branch, and the 
rooms occupied by his family were as 
gootl as any in the house. Ho is there 
because the Summer races are in pro> 
grass; but they are run only on alter-' 
nnte days, and so on the other days he 
journeys to Coney Island to attend to 
the races there. He is a rounded man 
of 45, with his head as well aa his legs 
fat. 
His face is good-looking in its 


jovial but intellectual way; his auburn 
mustache is long and his hair short, and 
he dresses like an American sporting 
man, for ha has not acquired i'u Eng- 
land any of the fashions which we often 
see imported to our race tracks. 


An exponent of that British sort of 


thing now wears a long Prince Albert 
coat of light gray or drab, buttoned 
closely from navel to chin, and fitting 
like the corsage of a woman; while on 
his head may be any shape of hat, pro- 
vided it is uncommon. It happened 
that a hatter sat next to me on the 
grand stand at Long Branch. 
"Where do those fellows find such 


hats?" I asked, as a qitartet of imita- 
tion Englishmen passed by. 
"Possibly they import them," was 


the reply, "but as a general rule they 
have them made to order in New York. 
Nothing that is kept in stock will an- 
swer the piirpose, and so they describe 
to ns what they want. Of course we 
charge them for their nonsense. I 
have known a dandy to pay $20 for the 
construction of a unique hat. He 
brought a drawing of the style he de- 
sired—a ground plan, side and front 
elevations, and a sectional view, just as 
if it was the architectural scheme for a 
house." 
Walton, as I have said, ia free from 


those affeotatioos. 
His costumes are 


commonplace, and are worn as though 
he was quite unconscious of them. 
Some turf gamblers are reticent and 
rather secret in their operations. Hot 
so is the "Plunger." He does his 
betting, his gathering of information, 
his talking, as openly and loudly as 
though engaged in something above 
the slightest reproach. But I began to 
write about him for the purpose of 
using him to illustrate the fact that the 
passion for gambling, when once it 
possesses a man, leaves him free lu no 
hour of the twenty-four. 
He bad re- 


turned from the races, a winner to a 
small extent, I believe, and eaten din- 
ner with his family, with whom he 
went to the public parlor, where the 
children were enjoying the part of the 
early evening allotted to them for danc- 
ing. 
For a few minutes Walton evi- 


dently took an interest in the animated 
and pretty scene. A hundred young- 
sters, mostly girls, ranging in age from 
the toddler in bare kuoes and black 
socks to the miss who wil! in one more 
season sedately resolve herself into a 
womaa, were engaged in the ballet-like 
heel-and-toe polka. The bright cos- 
tumes, tho generally graceful move- 
ments, the brilliant lights and the en- 
trancing music, composed an entertain- 
ment which satisfactorily filled the 
eyes and ears of nearly all tho specta- 
tors. But Walton soon became dis- 
traught. His gaze wandered from the 


' scene in which hia^own children were 


taking part. His'rephes to his wife's 
remarks were plainly absent-minded. 
Then he withdrew. I guessed that he 
was bound for the gambling hell near 
by, and followed him to see if I was 
right. I was. 
Long Branch continues the Monte 


Carlo of America. The house to which 
Walton want is big, fine, and stands in 
the best ad-irned grounds anywhere 
along the beach. A streamer flying 
from a staff atop of the cupola bears au 
inscription indicating the purpose to 
which the premises are devoted. The 
gates and doors are open, and their 
liveried guards do not stop or question 
as in a city gi^nbling place, Out bow 
and smile the visitor in without parley. 
The interior is sumptuous. A mau here 
can go to the devil with rapid and luxuri- 
ous ease. Roulette is the favorite game. 
Walton walked directly to one of the 
tables, drew out ten twenty-dollar notes 
Irom his pocket, used them in making 
aa equal number of bets (instead of 
buying "chips") lost in every instance, 
and retired in ten minutes, with equa- 
nimity and undisturbed.

land's letter formally 
accepting the 


Democratic nomination for President of 
the United States is as follows: 


GENTLEMEN : I have received your 


communication dated July 28, 1884, in- 
forming me of my nomination to the 
office of President of the United States 
by the National Democratic Convention 
lately assembled at Chicago. I accept 
the nomination with a grateful apprecia- 
tion of the supreme honor conferred, 
and a solemn 
sense of responsibility 


which, in its acceptance, I assume. I 
have caref ally considered the platform 
adopted by the convention and cordially 
approve the same. So plain a statement 
of Democratic faith and the principles 
upon which that party appeals to the 
suffrages of the people, needs no supple- 
ment or explanation. It should be re- 
membered that the office of President is 
essentially executive in its nature. 
The 


laws enacted by the legislative branch of 
the Government the Chief Executive ia 
bound faithfully to enfoice, and when the 
wisdom of the political party which selects 
one of its members us a nominee for 
that office has outlined its policy and 
declared its principles, it seems to me 
that nothing in the character of the 
office or the necessities of the case re- 
quires more from the candidate accept- 
ing such nomination than the sugges- 
tion of certain well known truths so 
absolutely vital to the safety and wel- 
fare of the nation, that they cannot be 
too often recalled or too seriously en- 
forced. We proudly call ours a Gov- 
ernment by the people. It is not such 
when a class is tolerated which arro- 
gates to itself the management of public 
affairs, seeking to control the people 
instead of representing them. Parties 
are the necessary outgrowth of our in- 
stitutions, but a Government is not by 
the people when one party fastens its 
control upon the country, and perpetu- 
ateo its power by cajoling and betray- 
ing the people instead of serving them. 
A Government is not by the people 
when a result which should represent 
the intelligent will of free-thinking men 
is, or can be, determined by the shame- 
lessuess of their suffrages, when an

When we oon- 
sidei thcj patronage of this great office, 
the ulluremruts of power, tha tempta- 
tion to rotain public place once gained, 
and, 
mnit- than all, the aviulabihty a 


party uuds in an incumbent whom a 
horde uf officeholders, with a zeal born 
of banehts received and fostered by the 
hope of favors yet to come, fjtand ready 
to aid with money and trained political 
service, we recoguiza in tho eligibility 
of the President lor re-election a most 
serious danger to that calm, deliberate 
and intelligent political action which 
must characterize a government by a 
people. A true American sentiment 
reoogni/es the dignity of labor and the 
fact thot honor lies in honest toil. Con- 
tented labor is an element of national 
prosperity. 
Ability to work constitutes 


the capital of the wages of labor, the 
income of a vast number of our popula- 
tion, and this interest should be jeal- 
ously protected. Our workingmen are 
not asking unreasonable terms, but as 
intelligent citizens they seek tho same 
consideration which those demand who 
have other interests at stake. They 
should receive their full share of the 
care'and attention of those who make 
and execute the laws to the end that the 
wants and needs of the employers and 
employes should alike be subserved., 
and the prosperity of the country, 
as the common heritage 
of both, 


be 
advanced. 
As 
related 
to 


the select, 
while 
we should 
not 


discourage the emigration of those who 
come to acknowledge allegiance to our 
Government and add to our city Upopu- 
lation, yet as a means of protection to 
our workingmen a different rule should 
prevail concerning those if they oome 
or are brought to our laud and do not 
intend to become Americana, but will 
injuriously compete with those justly 
entitled to our labor. In a letter accept- 
ing the nomination to the office of Gov- 
ernor nearly two years ago I made the 
following statement to which I steadily 
adhere: "The laboring classes con- 
stitute the main part of our population. 
They should be protected in their efforts 
peaceably to assert their rights when en- 
dangered by capital, and all statutes, on 
this subject should recognize the oaro 
of the State for honest toil, and be 
framad with a view pf improving the 
condition of the workingman being in- 
separably connected with the integrity 
of our institutions, and none of our 
citizens are more interested than they 
in guarding against auy corrupting m- 
fluouces which seek to prevent the 
beneficient purposes of our Government 
and none should be more watchful of 
tbe artful machinations of those who 
allure them lo self-inflicted injury. In 
a free country the curtailment of tht> ab- 
sulutw riylitu of the individual should 
•ul\ lie -.uol) ut is essential to the peace 
nut yu,> i order i »f the community. 
The 


limit li'i.veen the proper subjects of 
govreruiu^iital control and those which 
can bo in >re fittingly left to tbe moral 
souse ond self-imposed restraint of the 


> should be carefully kept in 
Thus laws unnecessarily inter- 
with the habits and customs of 


people, which are not 


the limit* of the Constitution. 
The 


General Government should so improve 
and protect its natural waterways as 
will enable the producers of the coun- 
try to reach a profitable market. The 
people pay the wages of the public em- 
ployes, and they are entitled to the fair 
and honest work which the money thus 
paid should command. It is the duty 
of those entrusted, with the manage- 
ment of affairs to see that such public 
service is forthcoming. The selection 
and detention of subordinates in Gov- 
ernment employment should depend 
upon their ascertained fitness and the 
value of their work, and they should be 
neither expected nor allowed to do 
questionable party service. The inter- 
ests of the people will be better pro- 
tected, the estimate of public labor 
and duty 
will be 
immensely im- 


proved, and public employment will bo 
open to all who demonstrate their fit- 
ness to enter it. The unseemly scram- 
ble for place under the Government, 
with the consequent importunity which 
embitters official life, will cease and 
the public departments will not be filled 
with those who conceive it to be their 
first duty to aid the party to which 
they owe their place instead of render- 
ing patient and honest return to the 
people. I believe that the public tem- 
per is such that the voters of the land 
are prepared to support the party which 
gives the best promise of administering 
the Government in tho honest, simple 
and plain manner which is consistent 
with its character and purposes 
They 


have learned that mystery and con- 
cealment in the management of their 
affairs cover tricks and betrayal. The 
statesmanship they require consists in 
honesty and frugality, a prompt re- 
sponse to the needs of the people as 
they raise and the vigilant protection of 
all their varied interests. If I should 
be called to the Chief Magistracy of the 
Nation by the suffrages of my fellow 
citizens I will assume the duties of that 
high office with a solemn determination 
to dedicate every effort to the country's 
good, and with a humble reliance upon 
tho favor and support of the Supreme 
Being, who I believe will always bless 
honest human endeavor in the conscien- 
tious discharge of public duty.

from fourteen billions to forty-four" bili- 
lons; that during the riame years the 
inorea se of population was but 60 per 
cent., while the increase in wealth of 
the people was 214 per cent. In short, 
that in these twenty years., the aggre- 
gate wealth was increased by thirty bill- 
ionsjof dollars, which is over two and 
one-seventh as much as all the previ- 
ous accretions from the landing of the 
Pilgrims on Plymouth rock to I860. 
Blame says: "These results are re- 
garded by the older nations of tho world 
as phenomenal," and "that our country 
smmount the peril and the cost of a 
gigantic war and for an entire period of 
twenty years make an average gain to 
its wealth of §125,000,000 per month 
surpasses the experience of all other 
nations, ancient or modern." It may 
be urged that this is an optimistic 
showing, but if it is the census returns 
and not Blaine ore to blame for the ex- 
aggeration, if any there be. Mr. Mul- 
hall, a distinguished English statisti- 
cian, ban estimated the aggregate wealth 
of the United States for the year 1883 at 
$59,000,000,000, 
or 
$15,000,000,000 


more than our census returns for 1880, 
which must be accepted as some proof 
of the correctness of Elaine's figures. 


Our contemporary does not dispute 


the accuracy of the general result, but 
it undertakes to show that the common 
people have not in any degree shared 
in these vast accretions—in fact, that 
their condition novy is far worse than it 
was in 1860; and it declares that the 
exhibit presented by Blaine is "sophis- 
try." 
It says that $1 in 1860 would 


buy for the laboring man as much as 
$2 will buy now. It asserts interroga- 
tively that the "general condition of 
American 
workiugmen" 
was better 


from 1850 to 1860 than now; that the 
average wages of a mechanic, farm 
hand or laborer" goes no further now 
"in the way of food, clothing nnd rent" 
than then, and that "tramps, lock-outs 
and strikes" are more numerous now 
than then. All of these 
assertions 


might be conceded as true, without any 
impeachment of the American system 
of protection, and we take it as the 
prime object of the article to impeach 
that system, notwithstanding the fact 
that our contemporary keeps a clipping 
from the Democratic platform as a 
standing campaign argument to show 
that the Democratic party is for protec- 
tion, but they are not all true, nor any 
essential part of them. 


The "general condition" of the work- 


ing people of the United States has 
vastly improved since 1800. In the 
first place, 4,500,000 who were then 
slaves are now free. If the general 
condition of these is. not improved the 
fault lies at the door uf the once master 
race, who constitute more than three- 
fourths of the political strength on 
which the Democratic party is depend- 
ing for the election of Cleveland and 
Heudricks, and who, in 1860 and to 
this day, are all bitterly opposed to the 
principle of protection to American 
labor and in furor of the cheapest labor 
they can get.

Butter was 10 to 21 
cents, it is- now in the East 12 to 25 
cents per pound.

10 to 13 cents per pound; in 1882, 11 to 
16%; in 1881, 10% to 14; and in 1879, 
from 7 to 12 cents. Mess pork was 
$16 12 to $19 75 in 1860 and it was 
quoted at New York on the 1st of this 
month at $15 75 to $16 75. All manner 
of fruits and vegetables arc cheaper as a 
rule now than twenty-four years ago and 
tho laboring man who then ate grtipes, 
peaches, apricots, oranges as a rare 
luxury, can afford to and does consume 
these articles now as common articles of 
household USB, 
Fresh beef is higher iu 


all the markets, but if that is due to a 
protective tariff, or to anything the Re- 
publican party has done, we should like 
our contemporary 
to say why. The 


laborer pays $1 15 to $1 25 for his 
whisky that in 1860 he could buy for 25 
ceuts a gallon; but that is due, not to the 
Republicans nor to the principle of pro- 
tection, but to the Democratic party, 
whose lebellious and treasonable war 
made a tax on this luxury necebsary to 
the suppoit of the Government. 


On the whole the condition of the 


laboring class has vastly improved icinoe 
1860. 
Their 
wages are more than 


double. Their necessary expenses have 
not increased appreciably. Their po- 
litical power rules the country and 
nearly all the States, They are better 
educated, better clad, better housed; 
and the fact that 2,876,438 of them had 
last year the enormous amount of 
$2,024,806,787 deposited in 
savings 


banks, to say nothing ol the home 
"Blocking," and investments in the 
stocks of railways, gas and water com- 
panies, houses, lots and farms, shows 
that they have shared fully with the 
rich in the general accumulation of prop- 
erty and cash. The "strike" is bnt a 
proof of their power and independence; 
and the tramp is an American phenom- 
enon in no way arguing against the gen- 
eral good condition of the honest work- 
ingman. But abolish protection and 
his name will be millions.
